her 24, 1952, at around 9.40 o’clock 
Robert Koko, instrumentman, stood 
in deep concentration over an in- 
strument he was repairing in Lago’s 
N° 3 Laboratory. Behind him 
stvod an innocent-looking propane 
bomb; nearby where other labora- 
tory employees. Koko was rudely 
awakened by a loud explosion (the 
bomb had blown up); within sec- 
onds afterwards his whole back was 
on fire; this spread rapidly al- 
though he threw himself to the 
ground in attempt to put the vi- 
cious flames out. Joseph Joubert 
who was close enough suffered 
frightful burns of the face and arms;

Several other employees 
suffered minor burns. 

Up to press time Lago’s Medical 
department were working desperate- 
ly on Koko and Joubert who are in 
a critical condition. | However, in- 
dication are that they will survive.

GREAT BRITAIN. 


This week about fifty economic 
and trade experts from the nine 
British Commonwealth countries 


met in London to discuss ways and 


means to make the sterling area sol- 
vent and independent of foreign 
aid. 

This meeting will prepare plans 
and make recommendations which 
will be examined and decided upon 
by the Commonwealth Prime Mi- 
nisters under the chairmanship of 
Mr. Churchill at the economic con- 
ference in November. 

The group will make a study of 
the ecomonic structure of the var- 
ious units with a view to integra- 
tion of policies so that maximum 
results can be achieved.

THE LOCAL 


Great Britain since the war have 
done little to help either Britain or 
the Commonwealth. 

The two important objectives of 
the meeting will be to find measures 
to halt the drain .on dollars from 
the sterling area and to adopt a 
course which will make the sterling 
area hold its own and be free of 
having to recourse to foreign aid. 
Particular stress is likely to be plac- 
ed on removals of high tariffs, quo- 
tas and other restrictions, and the 
simplification of currency mat- 
ters. 


LONDON 


The British Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs, Mr. Selwyn Lloyd, 
while addressing a Parliamentary 
Conference on world government 
attended by over one hundred dele- 
gates from twentyfive countries, 


charged that the United Nations is 
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becoming a “sort of propaganda 
platform.” : 

In his address, he declared, ’One 
Thing that distressed me very much 
about the last meetings I attended 
was the way in which the United 
Nations is tending to become a sort 
of propaganda platfoim from which - 
to make hitter attacks upon other 
nations. 

I am afraid that the tendency is 
growing 1ather than diminishing. 
One can see many countries at the 
present time beginning almost to 
warm up in anticipation of attacks 
which they propose to make against 

other countries during the coming 
Assembly. 

Mr. Lloyd will attend the Ge- 
neral Assembly of the United Na- 
tions, which opens on October 14, 
1952.
